Claims 1-14 meet the criteria under PCT Article 33(2) for novelty because the prior art fails to teach presently claimed 
purified amylase inhibitor obtained by the process detailed in the claims or the presently claimed method for inducing weight loss in a 
mammal in need thereof comprising administering to the mammal, an effective amount of the above purified amylase inhibitor. 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria under PCT Article 33(3) for inventive step because the prior art fails to teach or suggest 
presently claimed purified amylase inhibitor obtained by the process detailed in the claims or the presently claimed method for 
inducing weight loss in a mammal in need thereof comprising administering to the mammal, an effective amount of the above 
purified amylase inhibitor. 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria under PCT Article 33(4) because the prior art fails to teach presently claimed purified 
amylase inhibitor obtained by the process detailed in the claims and the presently claimed method for inducing weight loss in a 
mammal in need thereof comprising administering to the mammal, an effective amount of the above purified amylase inhibitor would 
each have applicability in the medical industry.
